grades. In tbe former grade, there 
are two classes, fire in the Grammar 
and sixteen in the Primary, one 
teacher having charge of a class. In 
addition, there are two teachers in ar 
liculation and lip-reading. Most of 

the latter .'lie what are known as 
semi mules, or those who have losl 

their hearing, and consequently their 
knowledge of speech, by soarlet fever 
mid other diseases, mostly occurring 
between the ages of six and ton years 
Between forty or fifty per cent, of the 
entire number under instruction he 
long to this class. Very good results 
in teaching these unfortunates are 
being attained, and not a few can he 
quite readily understood by the atten- 
tive listener. The work of teaching 
in this department is quite laborious, 
but the kisuHh seem to he oommensu 

rale with the efforts put forth. 

"In addition to the text hooks used,

the request and released the prisoner 
on bail, pending his decision as to 
whether there should be anew trial or 
not, and granted the defence nine 
days in which to file their exceptions. 
Here the case Mete, but whatever the 
outcome of the trial may be, it was 
felt on all sides that a blow had been 
struck at. polygamy, from which the 
system would find it difficult to re- 
cover. In the meantime, the prose- 
cution is vigorously pushing other 
cases of polygamy through the judicial 
mill that grinds slowly, it is true, but 
exceeding line, so as to leave no room 
for escape. The Mormons, like good, 
law-abiding citizens, seem to acquiesce 
in the situation with philosophic*!

While I am about it, I might, as 
well describe some of the effects of 
polygamy, which have fallen under 
my own observation. I was invited 
in a party at, the house of a ** first 
wife," whose husband was away in 
Mexico on a mission, gone " without 
nurse or scrip" as is the rule in the 
Vloimui Church, a custom which I 
fancy few missionaries of other seats 
have the courage to follow out to the 
•.iiieretiil, enduiing privations of all 
kinds, such as want of food and no 
pUfln to rest their heads, etc. Tin- 
-renins, passed away in dancing and 
oilier means of amusements. A dance 
liar to the M n-iimn community is 
I the Cotillion, in which one 
nan trips the light fantastic toe with 
two women at the same time. The 
bishops and elders of the church al- 
vays lea ] oft" in the dance with zest. 
I'ney believe in innocent amusement - 
>f all kinds for the people. Brigham 
Young used to set the ball in motion 
by dancing first with his legal wife, 
and then with the other wives in sue 
cession, condescending even so far as 
;.. lead some of then to the most dia 
ringuished strangers present. Vice- 
I'resideni Colfax was honored m this 
.vav, on his visit lo Salt Lake City. 
ng all the evening of the party we 
did not ese I id wife, nor did 

she once look into the room. She 
<i|.t herself shut up in her own part 
of the, house, for such is the great 
antipathy l*etweeii the first and second 
wives. One side of the house in as- 
signed to each, and the dutiful bus 
band pays them a visit alternately, 
slaying with each one week, or per- 
haps a month. A house divided 
against itseli, as it were. It is noi 
■i.tnmoii for the polygamic wives to 
dwell together under the same roof, 
bat one man may have as many homes 
as he has wives, scattered in the dif- 
ferent parts of the city. Of course 
under this existing condition of things 
there can be no such thing as " home. 
sweet home," with all its sanctified 
j >ys of mutual confidence and happi- 
ness ; no, these joys have Hed forever, 
leaving the heart as well as lioarth de- 
solate and barren of domestic bliss. 
Who can wonder that the loving ten- 
derness in a »' itter 
hatred or utter deadliest* of fee 
regard to him wlioon 
of t est worship? Such was 
ease with the hostess of the party. 
While looking over the views of grand 

ni, Mexico (anew seesawed

The President, Dr. Park, though a 
Mormon in nod standing, is not, even 
a monogamist, at least in practice, 
but a bachelor, from choice or in- 
clination. He assured me that, his 
Excellency to the contrary notwith- 
standing, not a particle of Mormon- 
ism is taught in the University, and 
that he never inquires into the be- 
lief of the students, and that he is 
quite aware a goodly proportion of 
•hem are Oentiies or Iron* Mormons. 
My own personal observation confirm- 
ed his statements. So it is likely 
enough that if it should come lo the 
ears of the Executive that Mormon 
ism is taught in the Deaf-Mate 
School, he would be certain to veto 
any more appropriations to that 
abject. No one who has not lived here 
can understand the intense bitt erness 
of feeling which exists between Mor- 
mon ami Gentile. In the very citadel 
of that religion and between such 
opposing forces, it. may well be im- 
agined that the Principal's place at 
the Pe a f Mate School is by no means 
a bed of roses, and that the utmosi 
• kill and address are necessary in 
order to escape a collision with either 
powers. The Elitor of the Sail 
Lake Tribune, Judge Goodwin, as 
well as other bitter Anti Mormons, 
have given me the comforting as 
Miirancc that as soon us I have trained 
someone, I shall he given my walk- 
ing papers, and one of the brethren 
will take my place.

territories of New Mexico, Male

There is absolutely nobody else in the 
whole territory who knows anything 
about deaf-mute instruction. Even 
Dr. Park confessed he had no idea of 
it, and was therefore eager to learn all 
he could. It it quite amusing to no- 
tice the wonder and attention which 
the pupils receive from the people 
who pay the school a visit, and many 
were the blunders committed in the 
school- room. Some of the visitors 
began to ask the pupils all sort of 
questions upon matters with which 
they are totally unacquainted, and 
this, too, after the school had been 
established but three months. They 
see before them the result of the 
teacher's patient, laborious work, 
achieved only after weeks of constant 
drilling, and they forthwith imagine 
it is easy work, and that at such rale 
the pupils would be able to OoflrerM 
in a few months. Alas! they little 
know that it takes years and years 
for a deaf-mute to acquire anything 
like a resjiectablc Command of lan- 
guage. 

The ages of the pupils range from 
twelve to twenty-five years, with as 
many different degrees of intellect, 
but on the whole, they compare M 
favorably in quickness of perception 
and ability to learn as any other class 
of deaf-mutes elsewhere. There was 
a boy of thirteen, whose antics and 
shambling gait led people to term 
him nu imbecile or an idiot, though 
his father is a man of influence in the 
Territory. When ho was first 
brought to the school, hi.s falher 
anxiously asked if the boy could < 
be taught, as he had previously a 
bearing teacher and been given up as 
incapable. I took the boy to the 
blackboard and set him to writing 
the name* of a few objects. He 
wrote with difficulty, and seemed in- 
clined to trace the letters backward 
like the Chinese, but did understand 
what the words stood for, and that 
satisfied me he was not an idiot and 
could be taught, though it would 
take tine n.sfoim him into 

different being. His father and 
mother went borne happier than they 
came. There was a prodigy of a dif- 
ferent kind in the person of a young 
lady of twenty-two years of tig';, who 
mentally d< 'bat 

was taught her, reminding me of a 
fabled monster which swallowed what- 
ever was given to it and wanted more.

It Hcems as though polygamy breeds 
deafness for here we have several 
pupils from Cue same family, either 
brothers or sisters. One man is the 
father of six deaf-mute boys. This 
father's history is an excellent illus- 
tration of the sudden changes of fm- 
iii ne which have raised such men as 
Mackay of the Atlantic cable and .las. 
Lick, the California millionarie, from 
i ho most abject poverty lo fabulous 
wealtlj. The falher of the til deaf- 
mutes was so poverty stricken only- 
four years ago that his family were 
many limes on the point of starvation, 
and lie hardly dared call the roof that 
dieltered him his own, and he went 
about in rnga, he as well as hi.s ten* ; 
hut a mine which he owned suddenly 
proved very productive, yielding him 
so much as *2,000 per day. and now 
i lie sun of prosperity shone upon him. 
lie bought houses and lands right and 
left, liberally endowed the church in 

■ live town and gave g en erally to 

he poor, like the rich nabob that he 
«ll'. lie even offered nil: double my 

salary and expenses if I would become 
tutor to his six boys ; but. I declined, 
from a c oiiscicnl ions scruple to desert 
nig the school in its infancy. 

It may interest Prof. He'll to know 
i hat his favorite theory of educating 

the deaf-mutes in connection with the 

public schools is undergoing a prucl.i 
eo! lest in Salt Lake City, Utah, The 
leaf -mute pupils go to school in the 
-anie building as the students of the 
I'nivc rsity, and share the same walks 
ind the same playground. Already, 
I could notice several good results of 
this common intercourse with the 
hearing people of both sexes. The 
studenls have for the moat part learn 
nil the linger alphabet, and converse 
daily with the pupils in school and oat 
The good effect* upon the language 
of the pupils may be imagined from 
such close contact. It pleases me to 
re i hat the pupils are gradually 

losing si. me of their suspecting sensi 
liveuess and excessive hashl'iilness. 
\ol, once have I seen a rude look or 
insult addressed to them by the stu- 
dents ; on the contrary, the greatest 
possible kindness ami interest have 
been shown them. This considerate 
treatment of ihe most diffident of 

heingt, for deaf-mutes arc such, can 
not, but exert a beneficial inlluence 
upon their habits and manners, ren- 
dering Ihein more sociable and 
elannbh, inspiring them with confi- 
dence enough lo hold their heads as 
high as their fellows. Above all, 

■ a personal contact inspire 
warm feeling of humanity on the part 
of the deaf mules, that luilf redeems 
them from their misfortune. The 
■nee of the hearing people c\erls 
a salutary restraint, upon the passions 
and uncouth expressions or gesture*; 
of the pupils, putting them always 
upon their guard, thus teaching them 
lo exercite the art of self control, an 

important quality, which it wanting 
in the majority of deaf-mutes. Who 
Can doubt that such influences will 
make finished ladies and gentlemen of 

the pupils f 

It is of no use to conceal from our- 
selves the fact, that deaf-mutes as n 
class are the most sensilivo of human 
beings, and none need wonder that 
such is the esse when the common 
bond of sympathy, the hnmau voice, 
is severed from them. One impor- 
tant method of conquering il, is to cul- 
tivate a feeling of ind fTerence so fur 
as possible, to take no notice of what 
is being said, and to follow Lord Ches- 
ter field 't advice, never to fancy a man 
insults you until be knocks you down.
